over the battle area and interviewed 
many of the American and French 
soldiers. They are in excellent spir- 
its and confident that the line will 
hold, although the worst probably is

Until then probably 
the outcome cannot be determined. 


The battle is ragine over a hilly 


country where crops are

and there are no prepared trenches.

One of the American officers said: 


"The Germans are now learning 


that the Americans are as resource- 
ful as any.

In villages along the Marne the 


Americans are aiding the French in

His most important assignment was 
the rally of the Democrats and Liber- 
al Republicans in 1872. This was 
one of the largest meetings of the 
campaign and was addressed by Hor- 
ace Greeley.

red frequently with keen delight to 
his work as a newspaper man.

Curious Plant Which Grow* on th« 


Borders of tht Dead Sea Pro- 


duces This Fruit. 


The Dead- sea Is sltutitcd In the 


soutlieast part of Palestine, uud Is 
called by the Arabs Buhr Loot, or Sea 
of Lot. It Is about 47 miles long, with 
an average breadth of nine miles. Its 
depth varies considerably. It Is fed 
by the Jordan front the north, and by 
iiisuiy other streams, but has no ap- 
parent outlet. Its superfluous water be- 
ing supposed to be entirely carried off 
by 
the 
evaporation. 
The 
north 


shores of the sen are marked by the 
blackened trunks and branches or 
trees which are Incrustcd with salt, ns 
is everything that Is exposed to the 
spray of this sea. 


On the southern shore is the wjninrk- 


able mass of rock called Udsurn (Sod- 
om). 
It Is a narrow, rugged ridge of 


hill extending five miles northwest, 
and consisting of rock suit. 
To the 


north of Udsum, and at no great dis- 
tance, is the supposed site of the an- 
cient Sodom. 


On the borders of the Dead sea a 


curious plant grows which yields fruit 
called the "Apple of Sodom," beautiful 
on the outside but hitter to the taste, 
and. 
when mature, filled with fiber and 


dust. 


The mean level of the Dead sea Is 


1,292 feet below the level of the Medi- 
terranean. The water contains (rom 
24 to 26 per cent of salts, of which 7 
per cent is common snlt. A salt-water 
fish put into the Dwid sea perishes at 
once. 
Owing to its density due to 


salt the water of the sea is very buoy- 
ant.

GERMAN TROOPS EXHAUSTED 
(Compiled from A. P. Dispatches.) 
German masses no longer 
hurl 


themselves at the allied lines along 
extended fronts. 
The momentum of 


the Teuton advance of last week ap- 
pears to have exhausted itself 
in 


striking the yielding lines of the 
French and British, which now have 
stiffened and are' holding the foe 
except for insifniflcant gains here 
and there, especially along the front 
running south from the neighbor- 
hood of Soissons to Chateau Thierry. 
The struggle apparently is changing 
from a war of movement to a war of 
position. 


Official reports show, that the 


Germans are launching their assaults 
on. Chezy, Corey and 
near 
Dom- 


miers, isolated 
points 
of vantage. 


These attacks, were, roughly, from 
five to seven miles apart along the 
line which includes ground where 
the 
Americans 
have 
established 


themselves and have fought 
the 


Germans to a standstill. The French 
official statement savs the 
Teuton 


attacks were repulsed. 


The report of operations along the 


British front fails to show any no- 
table activity on the part of 
the 


Germans 
At Morlancourt between 


the Ancre and the Somme, south of 
Albert the Germans, supported by 
artillery fire, attempted to raid the 
British positions but were repulsed, 
leaving prisoners behind. 


Details of the fighting in which 


American units have 
taken 
part 


show that General Pershing's men 
have gone into battle with a spirit 
which is magnificent. 


In their defense of the 
bridges 


across the Marne they repulsed the 
enemy in a decisive manner and with 
their rifle fire prevented the Ger- 
mans from making further attempts 
to cross the Marne. 


American machine gun fire 
has 


converted 
the 
northern 
part of 


Chateau Thierry into No Man's Land. 
The Germans, unable to hold their 
position, under the storm of bullets 
poured into them by the American 
gunners have withdrawn to the out- 
skirts of that section of the city. 


Allied 
defensive 
measures have 


broken the force of the German of- 
fensive in the salient south of the 
Ailette and the enemy is now mak- 
ing only strong local attacks. 
Al- 


though recording 
"successful 
en- 


gagments" in its latest report, Ber- 
lin, for the first time since May 27, 
does not claim any new advances. 


Foiled by the French in their ef- 


forts to overcome the barrier of the 
Retz forest, east of Villers-Cotter- 
ets, by frontal attacks, the Germans 
attempted to outflank the position by 
assault north and south of it. 


After slight gains, the French stop- 


ped them on both flanks, American 
troops taking part in the 
fighting 


around Chateau Trierry where the 
western wing of the battle front joins 
the Marne. 


Between the Oise and the Marne, 


the fighting continues heavier than 
elsewhere on the new salient. North 
North of Stoulin-Sous-Touvent, north- 
West of Soissons, the French have

give up their efforts to advance.

With the halting of the offensive

IN DAYS OF PONY EXPRESS 


Service, of Course, Would Be Laughed 


at Now, But Was Really Re- 


markable Then. 


The pony express, a romantic fea- 


ture of the West of that day, was part 
of a mall line from New York to San 
Francisco. Between St. Joseph. Mo., 
the western terminus of the railway, 
and Sacramento, the distance was 
traversed by horsemen mounted on 
swift and durable ponies, each of 
•which traveled sixty miles, and then 
ttirned over his mail bags to another. 


The weight carried was not to ex- 


ceed ten pounds, and the charge was 
So in gold for each quarter of an 
ounce. 


A letter or parcel weighing an ounce, 


now carried for 3 cents, cost §20 In the 
days of the pony express. By tlie aid 
of the pony carriers the distance be- 
tween New York and San Francisco 
was covered in 14 days, a truly re- 
markable performance, considering the 
vast distance and the character of the 
conntry traversed by the brave rid- 
ers. The horsemen were in constant 
danger in many sections of the route 
from hostile Indians, but they were 
well paid, their salary being $L200 a 
month. The pony express lasted two 
years, being abandoned when the tele- 
graph line across the continent was 
completed.
